At  seventeen  years  of  age  I  was 
more  of  a  man  than  I  hare  ever  been 
sioce.  I  wore  a  long  tailed  coat  and 
boota,  (to  which  tbe  appurlaaaacd  of 
Bf«ia  waacraerally  added),  a  atovaUche 
«M  ^«ila  viaible  on  my  apper  lip,  and 
a  conaciooaaaaa of  rife  maturity  never 
left  mj  haad.  I  waa  studying  for  the 
legal  prafaaaioB,  bat,  at  tbe  liaie  of 
wUeb  I  arrita,  waa  apeaiUaf  my  Taca- 
tiott  at  mf  iitkar'a  Hoaae  ia  tlM  coun- 
try.

wUMmsm,  FOOD. 

The  April  number  of  Hnat*a  ller- 
chant'a  Mafaxine  contaiaa  aa  excellent 
article  oa  the  *«  Fieheriea  of  the  United 
States,  "  from  which  we  aelect  the  fol- 
lowing extract,  on  tha  ose  of  fish  for 
food  : 

Mote  fish  must  be  eaten  in  our  own 
country.  We  are  growing  fast,  and  with 
the  rapid  multiplicatian  of  mouths,  ad- 
ditional substance  will  b:  needed  to  fill 
them.  Mote  fish  should  be  called  for, 
by  the  new  mouihs,  as  well  as  more 
beef,  corn,  and  potatoes.  Bat  apart 
from  the  prospect  of  increased  numbers, 
the  market  at  home  is  notes  large,  with 
the  preaeat  population  and  present  cir- 
camataaeaa,  as  it  iboald  be.  The  class 
to  which  wa  will  allade  are  laborers  in 
our  cities  and  towns.  These  people 
are  great  consumers  of  meat,  principal- 
ly beef,  and  generally  fancy  that  such 
substantial  food  is  necessary  lo  sustain 
men  at  their  hard  labor.  But  tlie  idea 
is  fallacious.  Continual  use  of  stimu- 
ulating  food  is  injurions  to  th^^  .lysteiTi. 
and  especial  ly  in  the  summer  season, 
wlien  meat  is,  in  any  state,  not  particu- 
larly wholesome,  and  when  animals  are 
known  to  be  peculairly  liable  to 
humor  and  disease.  It  is  not  to  be 
wondered  at  that  where  flesh  is  a  con- 
siderable article  of  food,  at  this  aea- 
aon,  thoae  malignant  diaeases,  called 
nummer  compUinta.  ahould  be  espe- 
cially prevalent.  Light  food  is  requir- 
ed in  warm  weather,  and  if  men  do  not 
in  that  season  force  themselves  to  the 
use  of  stimulating  vian.h,  they  will 
easily  adapt  themselves  lo  light  sub- 
stances. But  it  is  certain  their  health 
will  be  belter  at  ail  seasons  by  varying 
their  diet,  substituliug  partially  a  wea- 
ker food  for  the  uniformly  strong  to 
which  they  arc  now  so  devoleiJ.  And 
'be  usage,  nature  will  be  just  as  well 
satisfied  in  this  way  us  in  tbe  other. — 
A  great  number  of  laboring  men,  of 
conrae,  will  deny  the  correctness  ol 
our  argument,  but  there  is  a  class,  and 
a  large  clasa  too.  who  cannot  fail  to  ac- 
knowledge ita  validity.  We  refer  to 
the  adopted  citizens,  natives  of  Ireland, 
England,  France,  Germany,  m;n 
who  are  now  among  liie  most  inveterate 
beef-eaters  of  the  country,  but  who,  in 
the  old  countries,  were  necessitated  to 
a  much  weaker  diet  ;  and  who  can  re- 
member that  when  meat  was  a  rarity 
to  them,  they  were  just  as  well  able  as 
now,  provided  they  have  no  other  food 
to  sustain  hard  labor.  There  are  other 
reasons  to  ncommend  tbe  course  we 
propose  ;  that  la  a  vicious  taste  which 
continually  craves  one  kind  of  food. — 
Taste  is  only  properly  cultivated  by 
tbe  use  of  a  variety  of  kinds,  and  the 
pleasure  arising  from  a  taste  thud  ex- 
ercised is  much  greater  than  that  re- 
sulting from  one  perpetual  stimulus. — 
The  change  is  again  recommended  by 
economy.  Meat  is  already  a  dear  ar- 
ticle of  food,  aii.l  wii!i  the  present  rale 
of  increase  in  population ,  and  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  present  beef-consum- 
ing rage,  the  cost  must  be  more  and 
more  enhanced;  the  certain  tendency 
of  this  circumstance  is  a  continual  de- 
pression of  the  working  population,  of 
which  they  mnit  be  as  aenslbla  as  any. 
The  remedy,  of  course,  is  in  that  sub- 
slilulion,  partial  or  entire,  which  must 
eventually  happen  of  sheer  necessity, 
if  choice  is  delayed,  of  some  other  food. 
We  hope,  with  the  spread  of  intelli- 
gence, so  rapidly  increasing,  to  see  our 
mechanics,  artisans,  and  laborers  gen- 
erally, correcting  the  abuses  in  their 
modes  of  living,  which  they  have  so 
long  been  subject  to,  and  advice  whicli 
they  have  so  long  disregarded.  In  the 
case  of  their  food,  we  would  recom- 
mend to  them  all  the  use  of  fish  in 
lieu  of  at  least  half  their  meat.  Good 
qualities  of  dried  or  pickled  fish,  prop- 
erly prepared,  with  the  accompaniments 
of  the  ordinary  dinner  vegetables,  will 
not,  we  venture  to  aay,  be  ilong  liable 
to  the  charge  of  nnsavoriness,  or  defi- 
ciency of  nutritive  power.  For  break- 
fast loo,  a  broiled  fish  is  at  any  lime 
belter  adapted  than  a  beef-steak,  how- 
ever lender,  and  however  pressing  the 
invitations  it  conveys  through  the  ol- 
factories ;  and  for  lea,  a  stripped  dried 
pollock  is  in  all  respects  preferable  lo 
the  daintiest  bits  of  smoked  beef. 

While  our  mackerel  stands  out  as  an 
unrivalled  fish,  it  has  always  appeared 
to  us,^ that  with  the  ingenuity  of  our 
Eastern  people,  they  are  far  behind  in 
the  preparation  of  fish  of  various  kinds 
for  the  market.  Foreign  sardiaaa  aell 
for  fifty  cents  per  box  by  retail,  and 
any  working  man  could  eat  a  whole 
box  full  with  but  little  trouble;  yet  a 
great  quantity  of  them  are'^used  by  our 
wealtny  classes  because  they  are  so 
well  preparrd.  When  have  we  prepar- 
ed herring  like  the  Dutch,  or  haddocks 
like  those  frotn  the  Shetland  Isles.  A 
beefsteak  if  poor  stuff  in  comparison 
with  one  of  those  haddocks  for  break- 
fast. Our  fishermen  shoald  pay  more 
attention  lo  tha  praparatioa  of  varioua 
kiada  of  iah.

Kttract  from  the  Loudon  coriespuu- 
denoe  of  the  North  American.  j 

It  is  expected  that  the  next  bold  Step  , 
of  Louii  Napoleon  wilt  be  to  proclaim  I 
the  Empiie.  Ptince  Louis  addressed 
the  Judges  of  the  Superior  C'jurts  nn 
Sunday  last,  when  ihey  tDoli  the  oaths 
of  allegiance,  ami  he  iulimated  that  he 
was  the  legiiimatc  succe>sor  of  Napo- 
leon, and  had  a  right  to  the  throne  of 
France  by  birth  !  Thia  doctrine  of  Im- 
perial legitimacy  caused  a  profound 
aenntion  in  Paris.  The  correspondent 
of  the  rimer  writes  that,  if  there  ex- 
isted any  doubt  about  the  Imperialist 
teodencies  and  hopes  of  tke  personage 
who  is  still,  by  courtesy,  entitled  the 
President  of  the  French  Republic,  Louis 
Napoleon's  short  address  to  the  magis- 
tracy would  remove  it  ; — the  avowal  ol 
these  tendencies  has  not  co  iie  on  the 
juiblic  unawares;  nevertheless,  no  tri- 
fling sensation  has  been  produced  from 
the  ofl-iian  1  sort  of  manner  iu  wliicii 
the  great  principle  of  universal  suflftagc 
seems  to  hc  treated  by  Loois  Napo- 
leon. 

It  is  not  alone  on  tha  elections  of 
'48  and  '51  that  he  founds  his  claims  to 

sovereignty.  He  is  no  longer  the  elect  , 
of  the  lOlli  01  the  2lllh  of  December, 
but  the  legitimate  successor  of  Napo- 
leon by  right  of'  birth  !  Tiie  e fleet  of 
tins  declaralion  iu  France  and  through- 
out Europe  remains  to  be  seen.  It  is 
supposed  that  on  i!)e  5lh  of  May — the 
anniversaiy  of  the  death  of  the  Emper- 
or— the  empire  will  be  proclaimed.— 
Whilst  the  eagle  is  tfpreadiiig  his  wings, 
and  preparing  for  a  new  ascent,  the  se- 
cret societies  are  trying  lo  bind  togeth- 
er their  broken  links  iu  Paris.  The  prop- 
agaudism  is  once  more  attempted,  aud 
funds  are  raised  for  the  purpose.  The 
Paris  correspondent  of  the  Chronicle 
writes  that  Louia  Napoleon's  speech  to 
the  jud<4es  created  "quite  a  seiisation  '' 
iu  political  circles,  because  it  is  a  fur- 
ther pt^p  towards  the  re-eslablishinent 
of  ilij  Empire,  and  because  it  airords 
adilitiona!  proof  of  the  little  faith  to 
be  placed  in  L')ai-5  N:i[)oleon's  word, 
even  when  expressed  on  '.he  most  sol- 
emn occasions,  and  in  face  of  all  France. 
It  is  added  that,  among  the  powers  said 
to  be  most  hostile  to  tlie  Empire,  is  Rus- 
sia, and  she  will  support  Louis  Napo- 
leon only  in  the  temporary  exercise  of 
his  power. 

Austria  lias  just  lo*!  one  of  her  ablest 
Statesmen.     Prince  Scli Warzenberg.  the 
Austrian  Pri:ne  Minister,  died  al  Vien- 
na on  Monday  last.     He  was  a  leailing 
man  on  the  European   political  pUt- 
form.    After  the  revolutions  of  '4S, 
which  shook  so  many  thrones,  the  P.-ime 
Minister  of  Austria  became  chief  of  the 
counter-revolution,  and  re-established  i 
order  by  military  despotism.    The  Met- 
ternich  policy  of  the  last  thirty  years  i 
was  everywhere  adopted  and  rigorously  i 
enforced.    He   found  Austria   in  the  ' 
dust,  weak  and  without  resources,  and 
he  raised  her   to   h'^r  former  dignity,! 
rank,  ami  p')wer.     Dming  the  three  to 
four  \caris    Frincc    Solnvar/.eiiljei:;  iu  i  i 
office,    he    met    several    extraordinory  j 
successes,  al t!iO(i;,h  the  Hungarian  cam- i 
pai^'iis  were  a  series  of  disaster.'',  audj 
Austria  was  compelled  lo  ask  assistance  { 
of  Russia.  i 

But  great  as  were  the  talents  ofi 
Schwarxeubcrg.  be  committed  blunders  j 
and  crimes  in  dealing  with  the  Hunga-  j 
rian  qoeatiou;  and,  in  short,  neither 
his  public  nor  his  private  character  can 
be  examined  iinpailially  without  dam- 
aging his  t',reat  name.  He  was  a  bully, 
a  bra;;^^art.  a  hypocrite,  and  a  debauchee. 
When  at  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  in 
IS30,  he  had  a  notorious  liasoii  n  iih 
the  wife  of  a  no'jlc  lord,  a;ul  it  was 
the  subject  ol  legal  iiroreeedings.  Lord 
Ellen!)oroii^li  obtained  a  divorce  from 
Iii?  w  ife  by  liie  u<lpardonable  and  scan- 
dalous conduct  of  Schwarzenberg. — 
Many  of  the  English  journalists  pa«s 
lightly  by  his  greatest  crimes,  they  ate 
»o  dasxled  by  the  brilliant  political  his- 
tory of  the  statesman.  But  Hungary 
wvll  never  forget  the  Austrian  .Minis- 
ter's true  character. 

The  news  which  reached  London,  via 
iMyniomlt,  o;i  \\  edufsilay.  of  the  total 
wreck  of  11.  .M.  steamor  li irkenhcud  in 
February  last,  near  !Simon's  IJay,  has 
caused  u  most  painful  .Ncnsation.  It 
is  the  most  deplorable  disaster  that  has 
occurred  in  late  years  to  an  ocean 
steamer,  as  beveral  liundred  human  be- 
ings suddenly  lost  their  lives.  The 
BUkenhead  was  one  of  the  finest  steam- 
era  in  the  Britiah  navy,  and  bad  a 
prosperous  run  of  forty-seven  days  from 
Portsmouth  toSimson's  Bay.  She  had 
on  board  fourteen  officers  and  four  hun- 
dred and  so  ven '.y  - '.  V.  ()  men,  to  recruit 
the  regiments  now  serving  in  KfTiir 
land.  The  steamer  struck  on  a  ledge 
of  rocks  which  stretches  out  from 
Point  Danger,  nnds'.ie  filled  immediate- 
ly with  water,  broke  asunder,  and  went 
down  in  twenty  minutes.  This  ap- 
palling catastrophe  happened  on  the 
26th  of  Febrn^rt.  According  to  the 
statement  of  the  Assistant  Surgeon 
of  the  ateamer,  it  would  appear  that 
only  about  aeventy  persons  were  saved, 
out  of  aix  hundred  and  thirty  eouls — 
The  Cape  Monitor  of  March  3d  says, 
however,  that  there  were  aix  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  persons  on  board,  that 
one  hundred  and  eighty-four  were  saved, 
and  tliat  four  hundred  and  fifty-tour 
persons  were  suddenly  launc!icd  into 
eternity. 

The  names  of  Kossuth  and  Maz/.ini 
were  at  one  limt  '"household  words" 
in  England,  but,  strange  lo  say,  now 
they  are  seldom  mentioned.  Mazzini 
has  quarrelled  v.'ilh  the  French  repub- 
lican parly  in  this  country,  aud,  it  ap- 
pears, Kossuth  has  lost  friends  in  the 
United  Suies.  Kossuth's  career  in 
America  waa  fully  reported  here  when 
he  first  arrived  there,  but  aow  no  no- 
tice IS  taken  of  his  speeches  by  the 
journalists.  Kossuth's  present  unpop- 
ularity in  the  United  S:ates  is  much 
relished  by  ihe  Tini'.s,  which  never  al- 
lows any  opporlunlity  to  pass  without 
giving  him  a  blow.  Its  coriespundoiits 
in  A\nerira,  too,  Fpedli  des r.a ragi iigi y 
of  the  -Magyar,  and  faithfully  report 
every  incident  coanected  with  his  toui 
iu  America  which  may  tend  to  leave  a 
stain  upon  his  great  name.  A  letter  ol

But  his  batteries  were  very  soon  turned 
against  himselP' — "in  trying  to  inflame 
d  sympathy  for  his  cause  in  the  Sou- 
thern States,  he  is  attempting  an  im- 
possibility. "  The  writer  draws  a  con- 
trast between  Kossutli  and  th'^  aged  and 
wise  Ujhazy.  Tiie  former  has  be  trayed 
'■  disgusiiii^  egotism,  and  the  most  in- 
tolerable imp  ulence  and  presumption, 
and  has  done  more,  to  exlinguisii  the 
sympathies  of  the  Americans  for  the 
cause  of  Hungary  than  Hungary  or  all 
the  worlil  can  undo  for  many  years.  " 

The  American  expedition  to  Japan  Is 
alluded  to  in  a  letter  which  appeared 
in  yeaterday'a  riaics.  The  writer  is 
evidently  an  American,  for  he  says 
that  the  United  States  will  shortly  en- 
act the  same  gunpowder  drama  England 
played  in  '12  with  China,  "and  we 
shall  do  it  with  less  moderation.

Other 
Pdcilic  chisiers  are  ready  to  be  gath- 
ered. And  then  will  come  Jipan, 
whose,  brilliant,  opulent,  and  populous 
capital  already  glares  on  the  eyeof  am- 
biiion,  and  inflames  the  heart  of  cu- 
pidity. We  have  finished  up  America, 
and  as  there  is  nothing  to  hope  for  iu 
Europe,  the  eye  of  the  nation  is  now 
bent  on  the  ancient  shores  of  Asia.  " 
The  writer  gives  several  reasons  to 
justify  the  expediiion  to  Japan,  and 
says  it  should  have  b^eu  sent  long  ago, 
"  to  make  inquisition  for  blood  uarii^h- 
tcously  shed  by  the  Japanese."  But 
he  believes  there  may  be  a  political  ob- 
ject in  the  expedition,  and  th;it  object 
refers  to  the  nj.\.t  Presidential  election, 
wlien  t!ie  telegraph,  announcing  a 
great  Aiu'-ricun  naval  victory  off  the 
coast  of  Japan,  could  be  made  a  valua- 
ble adjunct  in  that  great  combat — the 
election.
